There are within the said Dioceses, seventy-seven Benefices, consisting of one hundred 
and twelve Parishes or Denominations, reputed Parishes ; of which, fifty-eight Parishes are in 
the gift or patronage of the Bishop, solely and exclusively ; six in the gift of the Crown, solely 
and exclusively ; three in the alternate presentation of Crown and the Bishop ; nine in the gift 
of Lay Proprietors ; and one in the gift of the Dean and Chapter of Cork. 

The number of Impropriate Parishes or Denominations (each of which is very small in 
extent,) is nine; in two of which, there are Churches; the perpetual Curates or officiating 
Clergymen, in which, receive Salaries from the Impropriators, augmented by the Board of 
First Fruits ; beside these, there are twenty-six Impropriate Rectories, each having a Vicar 
endowed. There is no Parish in the gift of the University in these Dioceses.
